Kingston, Jamaica, June 22.—A dis- 


patch boat from the fleet off Santiago 
de Cuba brings the following story re- 
garding the arrival of Shafter's troops: 


As soon as the fleet of transports 


had arrived at a point about 20 miles 
off Santiago, Monday afternoon, tho 
steamer Seguranca, having on board 
General Shatter and his staff, left the 
other vessels lying to and steamed to 
the flagship of the American fleet ID 
order to visit Rear Admiral Sampson. 
Tho general went on board the flag- 
ship and the Seguranca then went to 
Acerraderos, about 17 miles west of 
Santiago, and near which place Gen- 
eral Garcia is encamped with 3,000 
Cuban soldiers. General Shatter and 
his staff and Rear Admiral Sampson 
went ashore and proceeded to General 
Gareia's headquarters, about a mile 
inland, where they spent several hours 
In consultation with the Cuban gen- 
eral. 


General Garcia and the other Cuban 


officers gave Genera! Shatter and Ad- 
mi n=] Sampson a hearty welcome. The 
Cubans showered upon their distin- 
guished visitors all the blessings of 
Cuba libre^for the assistance of the 
United States in the Cuban struggle 
Jp/^ freedom, and they expressed the 
Conviction that victory ~was at hand, 
and that the power of Spain would 
soon be driven from the island by the 
combined strength of American and 
Cuban arms. 


General Garcia gave the Americana 


assurances that they need have no fear 
of contracting diseases on the south- 
eastern coast of Cuba, as th« climate 
there is not unhealthy, only extremely 
hot at this ^season of the year. The 
Cuban general declared that his own 
troops, ill fed and clothed as they were, 
were in good health, and therefore the 
Americans need not fear fevers or 
other serious ailments. 


General Shatter examined the con- 


dition of the Cuban soldiers during his 
visit, and was impressed with their 
hardy and soldierly appearance, though 
he recognized the fact that they n<>ed 
clothes and provisions, both of wl^eh 
were given them. 


At the conclusion of the conference 


General Shaffer and the other officers 
had little or nothing to say regarding 
the plans for landing the American 
troops or for the co-operation of the 
Cubans.

tempt to make a general landing for 
two ojt three days, but small bodies of 
troops will he put ashore at several 
points, both east and west of Santi- 
ago, including Acerraderos.

HAVANA BLOCKADE EFFECTIVE. 


Supplier. Reach tlie Capital by Way of 


Batabano. 


Washington, June "2 —The Spanish 


government is endeavoring to prove to 
the Euiopean powers that the blockade 
of Cuba is ineffective. 
Xaval officers 


in Washing-ton yesterday 
discussed 


with 110 small amount of interest thf 
published statements that 
supplies 


were being smuggled into Cuba in 
large quantities. 


Secretary Long:, in speaking: of these 


reports, pointed out that the presi- 
dent's proclamation did not propose a 
blockade of the entire Cuban coast, but 
only of certain ports, among them Ha- 
vana and Cienfuegos. 


"These ports," said the secretary, 


"are effectively blockaded. I am con- 
fident that no ships have been able to 
enter Havana, even while the larger 
vessels of our navy have been at San- 
tiago, unless, perhaps, a few small 
schooners may have slipped in at 
night. The blockade of Havana is as 
tight as wax. I am also sure that the 
entrance to the harbor of Cienfuegos is 
absolutely closed. 
Probably at other 


places along- the coast some small ves- 
sels have been" able to run in and out, 
but, as I have stated, there are small 
tpwns agrainst which a blockade has 
never been proclaimed. I am certain 
that Spain has no gyound upon which 
to appeal to the powers against the 
effectiveness of our blockade." 
Chinese Ordered Our Troopship Away

ance "with instructions^rom his govern- 
ment the collector of Chinese customs 
here ordered ihe United States troop- 
ship Zafiro, just arrived from Manila, 
to leave Chinese waters immediately. 
He refused to allow the vessel to take 
mails or cargo of any kind.

thought that this action was in viola- 
tiqn of international law, as the Zafiro 
was entitled to stay 24 hours in order 
to ship the necessary stores. To avoid 
unpleasantness the captain of the 
Zafiro removed to British waters. 


To Hold AJl VTar Prisoners. 


Key West, June 22.—United States 


Marshal Horrex received instructions 
from Attorney General Griggs yester- 
day to hold all persons captured on 
Spanish prize ships until further orders. 
The message created much surprise 
among officials here, as all but military 
prisoners had been recently paroled and 
were to have sailed for Spain this week. 
The prisoners concerned have been pen- 
ned up on the prize ships in the harbor 
ever since captured. There are more 
than 200. The military prisoners are at 
Fort McPherson, Atlanta.

Sampson's Fleet Utterly Destroys the 


Defence's About Ssiutinjro. 


Washington, June 22.—Tho dispatches 


on Wednesday of last week brought the 
cheering intelligence that the overtaxed 
marines on Crest Hill, near Caimari- 
pra. had been reinforced by a number 
of Cuban insurgents, who have proven 
most valuable allies. 
The insuigents 


fight bravely, and seem to have su- 
preme contemct for Spanish marks- 
manship. Aided by their allies the ma- 
rines made their first aggressive move 
on Tuesday, marching on and destroy- 
ing the Spanish gueril'as' camp and 
putting the Spaniards to flight, besides 
rendering useless the only well within 
six or seven miles, the Spaniards' water 
supply. 
It is believed thai 40 Span- 


iards were killed in the short batte. 
One American marine was 
slightly 


wounded, t\\o Cubans killed and four 
wounded. 
Orders- have been sent to 


Adniijal Sampson giving substantial 
promotions to the heroes of the Mer- 
rimac now confined in ilorro Castle 
with Lituienant Hooson. The promo- 
tions take effect immediately on their 
return to ihe fleet by exchange. 


On Thursday came reports of further 


destruction of Spanish forts at 
San- 


tiago by Sampson's fl^et. ThP7-e is but 
one fort at Santiago now that is capa- 
ble of inflicting any damage on out 
fleet, and that is the Morro, In which 
Lieutenant Hobson and seven heroes of 
the Merrimac were said to be confined, 
Our ships were ordered not to fire on the 
Morro. 
The other fortifications have 


been reduced to dust and splintered by 
the big guns of Sampson's fleet. Ther2 
is little doubt that Admiral Cervera has 
made up his mind that his fleet is lost, 
for in the forts that tried to reply to 
our bombardment there were undoubt- 
edly some of the big guns of his ships. 
They were struck time and time again 
by shells from the Texas and New tfr- 
leans and fairly lifted from their po- 
sitions and hurled yards away by the 
explosions. Sampson's last bombard- 
ment was the heaviest and most de- 
•Btmciive o£ all. It is estimated that 
over $400,000 worth of ammunition and 
shells v.-ere used, and that the loss of 
life by the Spaniards must have been 
comparatively enormous. Not a man 
was hurt in all our fleet. 


Friday's dispatches told of renewed 


successes for Agninaldo's insurgent 
forces in the Philippines. He has cap- 
tured the wife and daughters of Cap- 
tain General Augusti, and will hold 
them until the formal 
surrender of 


Manila. Admiral Dewey, in a report to. 
the navy department, confirms the re- 
ports of insurgent successes. In an in- 
terview at Washington General Miles 
told of his communications with 
Gar- 


cia, the Cuban insurgent commander. 
General Garcia informed Miles that he 
would regard his (Miles) wishes as 
orders, and vould see them obeyed. 


On Saturday there was nothing of 


importance to acid to the war news, 
but on Sunday came advices from Ad- 
miral Sampron's fleet which told of 
the desperate and deplorable condition 
of the people of Caimanera. Starving 
and famine stricken, the people have 
saturated every house in the town with 
oil and otlier inflammable material, 
and will set fire to the place in order to 
prevent its falling into the hands of the 
Americans. The gunboat at Caimanera 
is also prepared for destruction. The 
people are eating horses and mules 
and scouring the h:Hs for fruits and 
berries, while the Spanish troops are 
terror stricken and hungry. At Jack- 
sonville.

The 
end of that period finds nearly 16,000 
United States troops lying off Santiago 
preparing to land, it finds cable com- 
munication established 
between

government at Washington and the ad- 
vance guard of the expedition in Cuba, 
and it finds Cuban territory in the pos- 
session of United States marines, back- 
ed by a squadron, and neai'ly all of the 
commercial ports of Cuba blockaded. 
This is all apart from Dewey's great 
victory at Manila, and from the splen- 
did results aohie\ ed in organizing sev- 
eral armies nov, in the camps, working 
in a large part \vith raw material in 
both the aim} and the navy. 


The government has now determined 


to send heavy reinforcements to Gen- 
eral Shaftrr at Santiago. To this end 
the first expedition will leave Newport 
News 
tomorrow 
morning, carrying 


BrigadieT- General Dufrield's separate 
brigade of the Second army * corns, 
made up the Ninth Massachusetts, the 
Thirty-third and Thirty-fourth Mich- 
igan and the Third Virginia regiments, 
in all 4,000 men. Expeditions will fol- 
low rapidly by way of Tampa. ThP 
next forces to go will include those of 
Brigadier General Garretson, embrac- 
ing the Sixth Illinois, the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts and Eigth and Ninth Ohio 
regiments. Brigadier General Guy V. 
Henry, a distinguished cavalry officer 
of the regular aimy, is to 
com- 


mand a division made up of the brig- 
ades of Generals Duffleld and Garret- 
sou, this division Comprising 8,000 men, 
to be for the speedy reinforcement or 
General Shatter. It will at once swell 
the American forces at Santiago de 
Cuba to about 24,000 men. But the 
expeditions will not stop at that num- 
ber, as there is a determined purpose 
to send forward a sufficient force to 
crush any Spanish command which can 
be concentrated at that pojnt. 


The reports from Santiago that about 


41,000 Spanish troops are in and about 
the city do not agree with the reliable 
estimates in the possession of the war 
department. According to the latter 
figures there are not to exceed 14,000 
Spanish troops at Santiago, while 100 
miles away to the northwest, at Hol- 
guin, the Spanish corps commander. 
General Pandp, has 10,000 men. The war 
department is satisfied that ihe Cuban 
forces under General Garcia can keep 
Pando from re;n forcing Santiago. 


Should this not bw accomplished the 


Spanish force? at Santiago would be 
augmented to about 23,000 men. They 
arc well armec!. well disciplined, sea- 
soned to the climate, know the fighting? 
grounds of that locality, and are prob- 
ably as good an all around fighting 
force as the Spaniards can bring to 
bear. There is no purpose on the part 
of the authorities here to leave Gen- 
eral Shafter with an inadequate force 
to meet these seasoned Spanish sol- 
diers. It is for this reason that a di- 
vision, probably under General Henry. 
\\ill reinforce Shatter, followed by such 
additional troops as the needs of the 
siti-.a'ion seem to demand. 


The dispatch from Havana announc-* 


incr that Genera' Blanco has ordered* 
reinforcements to Santiago would indi- 
cate ihat General Linares may lead his 
army to the front.

Portuguese senti- 


ment— the sentiment of the people at 
large, of 'Antonio e Maria'—consists 
chiefly of hatred to the Spaniards. 
They may be indifferent about other 
matters, or divided iu feeling. 
Home 


of them are Miguelistas, or Legiti- 
mists, some are heartily attached to 
the actual dynasty; many in the cities 
—most of all in Lisbon—are republi- 
cans, but the one unifying sentiment 
of the people is the anti-Spanish sen- 
timent. 


"When you come to consider what 


their history has been I don't see how 
they could have been otherwise. They 
have altogether five great national 
heroes, Dona Enrique, who was pio- 
neer of all European exploration in the 
Atlantic; Yasco da Cama, Dorn Sebas- 
tian, "the Faithful Prince," -who is 
the centre of various poetical legends; 
Dom Joao, and Gil Eannes Pereira. 
It is safe to say that most of the plain 
people of the whole country know lit- 
tle or nothing of the first two of these 
beyond their names. As for the Faith- 
ful Prince, many of them, probably, 
are not quite sure whether he was a 
real historical personage or only 
mythical. 
But every 
Portuguese 


'lavrador,' from the Minho to St. Vin- 
cent, knows Dom Joao, who in 1385 
drove the Spaniards all the way from 
Aljubarrota, in Portugal, to Burgos, 
in the middle of Spain, and Gil Eannes, 
who beat them at Valverde in the 
game year. Those two are the Bruce 
and the Wallace of the 
Portuguese, 


but there is this difference between 
the Scottish and the Portuguese hero- 
Worship, that the one is a mere mat- 
ter of historical pride, while the other 
is part of a living, active, political 
force. 


"The fact is that since she lost 


Brazil and fell into a state of general 
decline the people of Portugal have 
become intensely retrospective. They 
nourish their pride on national memo- 
ries, and the fundamental national fact 
for them is their independence of 
Spain. They began to be a nation 
jjrheu they broke loose from the king- 
floni of Castile and Leon in the 
(eleventh century, and ever since then, 
except for a couple of generations in 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centur- 
ies, they have existed as a nation 
fender the continual threat of absorp- 
tion 
into Spain. 
The 
house of 


Braganza stands to the Portuguese 
people for no good thing but the re- 
volt of 1640, by which their country 
pas redeemed into independence. And 
the people feel that the price of inde- 
pendence is perpetual hatred of Span- 
iards. We can understand the feeling 
only by imagining what it would have 
been in our country if the original 
thirteen states had been collectively 
much smaller than Great Britain and 
Separated geographically from that 
dountry only by a line on the map. 


"Nobody who has lived in Portugal 


can fail to have noticed the signs of 
this undying hatred on all hands. Do 
you know, for instance, the true mean- 
ing of the saying. 'A bad Spaniard 
makes a good Portuguese?' Of course, 
there is the Spanish interpretation, 
which is the obvious one. But there 
is also the deeper Portuguese inter- 
pretation, and that is, that any bad 
friend to Spain is by that very fact a 
good friend to Portugal. 


"You can see evidences of the feel- 


ing, too, in the very language of Por- 
tugal, which its speakers seem to have 
purposely developed in such a way as 
to make it as unlike Spanish as pos- 
sible. Written, it looks like Spanish, 
but spoken it sounds much more like 
Polish or Czech. It is a curious fact 
that no self-respecting 
Portuguese 


woman wonid be seen wearing a man- 
tilla, for the mantilla is the Spanish 
woman's headgear. And during the 
last reisu it used to be remarked in 
Lisbon tbnt only two Indies there eve- 
smoked, the «]ueeu, Maria Pia, mother 
of the present kin?—an Italian—and 
the Dr.che><; <»f PalmeHa—t>,K asaiu.

Tht. Wild Cuttle of Clmr.ley. 


Some account is given in Nature 


Notes (English) of this famous herd 
of cattle, which belongs to the Earl of 
Ferrers. The theory that the breed is 
indigenous appeal's to be supported by 
their habits at the present day. When 
alarmed they start off at a full gallop 
for a short distance, then turn and 
face their foe in a semicircle, with the 
bulls in front, the cows behind, and 
the younger animals and calves still 
further in the rear. If further ap- 
proached, these tactics, which ar« 
clearly those of wild animals, are re- 
peated, or the adversary is charged 
and attacked. 
Again, they conceal 


their young in fern or long rushes, 
and the cows, when calves are born, 
become exceedingly fierce and dan- 
gerous. 


The food of the Chartley herd con- 


sists of the very coarsest grasses, and 
in winter of the coarsest hay, rushes, 
and dried bracken, provided for them 
in open sheds, which afford a slight 
shelter from the cold winds which 
bloAv across the open park. 
The home 


of these cattle is situated on high 
ground which was enclosed about the 
year 1200, and forms a portion of 
Chartley park, some five miles from 
Uttoxeter, the nearest town. The ex- 
tent of this wild tract of table-land is 
about 1000 acres, covered with coarse 
grass, rushes, stunted bilberries, and 
heather, and patches of luxuriant 
bracken fern, with a few clumps of 
old weather-beaten Scotch firs and 
birch. 
Among the other denizens of 


this wild primeval tract are herds of 
red and fallow deer.

Then spread on them a puree of an- 
chovies, and on the anchovies a slice 
of crisply fried bacon, and on the ba- 
con a "bearded oyster which has pre- 
viously been warmed in the oven be- 
tween two plates with the addition of 
a little butter, its liquor and a little 
chopped parsley. 
Dish the croutons 


up in a row, "saddle and bridle" 
them with anchovies and bacon, mount 
the oyster, pom- over all the oyster 
liquor and serve for a savory or break- 
fast dish. 
Toast can be used instead 


of the croutons, if desired. — Wash- 
ington Star. 


Delicious Strawberry Dumplings. 
Put one pint of flour into a bowl; 


add to it half a teaspoonful of salt and 
a teaspoonful of baking powder; rub 
in carefully a tablespoonful of butter, 
and add sufficient milk to just moist- 
en. Knead lightly, and roll out into 
a sheet about a sixteenth of an inch 
in thickness. Cut with a large round 
cutter; put three strawberries in the 
centre of each round; fold over the 
dough, rolling it carefully so that yon 
cannot see the opening; stand in a 
greased bakingpan,brush the top with 
milk, and bake in a quick oven for fif- 
teen minutes. Serve with strawberry 
butter, which may be made by beat- 
ing two tablespoonfnls of butter to a 
cream and adding gradually one cup 
of powdered sugar. Add one mashed 
berry, beat thoroughly, then another 
and another until you have added at 
least four good-sized berries. Dish, 
and stand aside to harden as yon 
would any hard sauce.—Mrs. S. T. 
Borer, in the Ladies' Home Journal.

Cooked in this way, cabbage will be 
as delicate as cauliflower; the color 
will be retained instead of being 
turned into that whity-brown tint that 
is so indissolubly connected with 
boiled cabbage as it has been known 
in the past, and there will not be such 
a strong odor penetrating every cor- 
ner of the house such as is usually as- 
sociated with this vegetable.

" A Big Wheat Crop. 


Washington, June 10.—Preliminary 


returns of the spring wheat acreage, 
with the two Dakotas in particular sub- 
ject to revision, indicate a total area 
seeded of 16,800,000 acres, which, ad- 
ded to the area of winter wlieat, 26,- 
200,000 acres, makes a total wheat 
acreage of 43,000,000, or rather, over 
three and a half million acres greater 
than last year. 


The average condition of winter 


wheat is 90.8, as compared with 78.5 
at the cm-responding date last )ear, 
and 80.0 the corresponding average 
tor the last ten years. The principal 
averages are as follows; New Yotk, 98; 
Pennsylvania, 96; Maryland, 98; Ten- 
nessee, 93; Kentuckey, 99; Ohio, 87; 
Michigan, 87; Indiana, 95; Missouri, 
96; Kansas, 104; California, 33. 


The average condition of spring 


wheat is the almost, if not entirely, 
unprecedented one of 100.9, as com- 
pared with 89.0 on June i, 1897, and 
92.5, the average for the past ten 
years. 


Total reported acreage in oats is 1.6 


per cent less than last year. 
There is 


an increase of 3 per cent in Pennsyl- 
vania, i in Kansas and 5 in Nebraska. 
The condition of oats is 98, as com- 
pared with 93.3 on June i, 1898, and 
'99.5, the average for the corresponding 
date for the past ten years. 


The acreage reported as under bar- 


•ley is 5.3 per cent less than iast year. 
The coiiditijn 'of spring pastures is 
'phenomenally high, there being but 
few states in the North or West where 
it does not approach or exceed 100.

Bicycle Heart. 


Several well-known cyclists have 


lately, it is said, been rejected as un- 
fit for military service by reason of 
hypertrophy and other diseases of the 
heart. Medical men will be rather 
surprised that the numbers are so 
small. There must be few of us who 
have not seen the ill-effects of over- 
exertion on a bicycle. 
The common- 


est is palpitation and temporary dila- 
tation ; but even this is sometimes 
very difficult to cure. In a case which 
occurred 'recently a lady, ordered for 
a fortnight's change of air after influ- 
enza, chose to spend it in bicycling 
abont fifty miles a day. 
As a result, 


she has had, ever since that time— 
now nine months ago—a pulse which 
on the least exertion rises to 120, 
though she has not ridden again. That 
temporary dilatation occurs is enough 
to show the great strain put upon the 
heart, and it is an added danger that 
the sense of fatigue in the limbs is so 
slight. The rider is thus robbed of 
the warning to which he is accustomed 
to attend, and repeats or continues 
the strain upon the heart. As in other 
similar cases, the effect is to render 
that dilatation permanent, which was 
at first but temporary, and to cause an 
increase in the muscle of the heart by 
repeated exertion. 
The heart pro- 


duced is of large dimensions and of 
thick walls—a condition which may, 
perhaps, give little uneasiness to its 
owner, but which a medical man will 
view with considerable distrust and 
apprehension. 
Weakly and elderly 


people cannot be too often told that no 
exercise is more easily abused, though 
if taken in sensible measure few are 
ijiore healthful or enjoyable.—British 
Medical Journal. 


THE THUMB J-RICCER. 


A New I>«vlce Doing Away With the 


ftwervliig of a Gun. 


How to avoid the slight swerving of 


a rifle ut the moment when the trig- 
ger is pulled has long puzzled the gun- 
maker aud annoyed the marksman. 
An expert gunmaker has invented a 
rifle that is intended to solve the prob- 
lem, and, in the opinion of those who 
have tried it, it does bo. It is mod- 
eled on a principle entirely new to guu 
making, the trigger being worked by 
the thumb and placed on top of the 
rifle, instead of underneath, where all 
triggers have been placed since guns 
were first made. 
A oue-arrned man 


can use this new rifle, the action is so 
simple and the mechanism so free 
from complex machinery. 


The rifle can betaken apart and put 


together in a few seconds, so few are 
the parts of which it is constructed. 
There are no screws except the oue 
that joins the stock to the barrel. The 
simple remaining mechanism fits to- 
gether without screws. The firing sec- 
tion of the gun consists of only five 
parts. The mechanism of the gnu is 
as follows: When the hammer is 
draAvn back to cock the gun the nose 
of a lever is pressed upward. This 
lever presses on a spring formed of a 
piece of bent steel, the curved end of 
which, when the gun is cocked, re.3ts 
against the rim of the cartridge, hold- 
ing it firmly until the gun is fired. 


The trigger, which is pressed by the 
tin in order to release the hammer, 
protrudss from the upper surface of 
the stock and is simply a steel plate, 
which, when pressed down, does this: 
Into a slot that is depressed, 
the ac- 


tion releasing the hammer and dis- 
charging the gun. 
Until the gun is 


cocked, this depressed "lug" pre- 
vents the possibility of ths gun being 
fired. 


The shell is extracted automatically 


by the drawing back of the breech 
block. When the block is drawn back 
the steel spring that plays such an im- 
portant part in the simple mechanism 
of the gun is thrown by the drawing 
back of the hammer against the rini of 
the cartridge, and when the block is 
drawn back the spring cocked, this de- 
pressed "lug" prevents the gun ready 
for reloading. 


It is impossible for the gun to be 


fired while the cartridge is being in- 
serted, for, as explained, the "lug" 
must enter the depression before the 
hammer can be released by the nose of 
the lever,and as this can only be done 
by depressing the trigger, which cannot 
be depressed when the "lug" is not 
over the slot, it will be seen that an ac- 
cident through the premature dis- 
charge of the shell is impossible. 


Neither is it possible for an accident 


to occur through the breech mechanism 
•being blown back by the explosion of 
the cartridge, for as it enters the slot 
through the depression of the trigger 
it engages the rear of the slot and is 
held firmly until the gun is dis- 
charged. 


This is all the mechanism of the 


gun. 
It is so simple that anyone not 


accustomed to the handling of firearms 
might doubt its deadliness.

Harness Bells. 


While they are still by no means 


common, there has been in the past 
three months a considerable increase 
in the use of harness bells in this city. 
They are attached chiefly to the har- 
ness of horses driven to carriages. 
While this increase may be due in 
some measure to the following of cus- 
tom, the purpose of the bells is to give 
warning of the vehicle's approach, 
such warning having become more 
and more necessary owing to the 
greatly increased use of rubber-tired 
wheels, and rubber-padded shoes for 
horses, following the widespread in* 
crease of asphalt pavement. 
When 


all these causes combine the approach 
of horses and vehicles is made com- 
paratively noiseless. The bells are as 
yet chiefly nsed on private carriages, 
but they are occasionally seen on pub- 
lic carriages, mostly uansoms. 


The beils most commonly used are 


like those made for sleighs and gilt- 
finished or silver-plated to match the 
furniture of the harness. 
In pair 


horse harness the bell i* bnckled to 
the coupling links that attach the 
names together; in single horse har- 
ness it is attached to the name chain 
or martiugale ring. 


The use of harness bells is far more 


common in Paris and London, in both 
of which cities it is required by law. 
—New York Sun.

To Preserve Fish. 


Everything that appertains to the- 


preservation of food products in a 
pure and uncontamiuated state is of 
very great advantage to the world at 
large. 
Within the past few years 


there has been no little complaint, 
abont the tinwholesomeness of fish. 
To be a suitable article of food, fish, 
should be used within a few hours 
after they have been caught, as they 
deteriorate and decompose with very 
great rapidity.producing ptomaines of 
a most dangerous character. 
The- 


new idea is the'preservatiou of fish in 
a tank of sea water, which is continu- 
ally agitated and kept in circulation 
by a pump. So strong is the current 
made by the pumping engine that the 
fish must swim almost constantly to- 
keep from being drawn upward by it. 
Some of these tanks hold two thou- 
sand pounds of fish, and the water is 
furnished in such quantity that it en- 
tirely changes five times in an hour 
and is, in the course of the change, 
re-oxygenized and made wholesome. 
Sixteen hundred pounds of fish were 
kept for eight days in one of these 
tanks in perfect condition. 
It is 


claimed that the cost of preserving; 
them in this way is less than half a, 
cent a pound per day.

It Make* » Circuitous and 
Laborious 


•Journey Ketorc lU'ituhlitg New Vork. 
News trom Manila,which is perusei 


so eagerly nowadays by all Americans 
—and probably by Spaniards also— 
has to make a circuitous and laborious 
journey before it reaches either Mad- 
rid, London or New York. It travels 
about 14,000 miles under sea and over- 
land, and is passed from station to 
station by more than a dozen opera- 
tors, almost each one of them in a 
different country. In consequence of 
the cutting of the single telegraphic 
cable which connects the Philippine 
Islands with China, the news which 
%is recently been received from Man- 
ila was carried to Hong Kong by boat. 
The distance between Hong Kong and 
Balinao, the cable station of the Phil- 
ippines, is about 1000 miles. 
Balinao 


is 30 miles from Manila. 


From Hong Kong, telegraphic news 


destined for New York is flashed over 
a second cable under the China sea, to 
Saigon; thence it, goes to Singapore,at 
the end of the Malay peninsula, where 
it is taken up by another operator and 
sent on to Penaug; its next objective 
point is Madras, India, from whence 
it is sent overland across India to 
Bombay. From Bombay a cable takes 
the message under the Indian ocean 
to Aden; from Aden it passes along 
under the Red sea to Suez, thence to 
Port Said and Alexandria successive- 
ly. Upon leaving Alexandria it goes 
through the Mediterranean sea to 
Malta and from Malta to Gibraltar. 
The operators at Gibraltar may theu 
transmit the message in either oue of 
two ways; they can send it direct to 
Laud's End, the western extremity of 
Cornwall, England, or they can send 
it to Lisbon, Portugal. 
"The usual 


practice is to send cable messages 
from Gibraltar to Land's End; from 
the latter point the message goes 
overland to London. 
The London 


operator sends it to Waterville.on the 
west coast of Ireland, and from there 
it crosses the Atlantic ocean to Canso, 
Nova Scotia, and the Canso operator 
passes it on to New York. 
All the 


cables used from Manila to Great 
Britain are owned and controlled by 
the Eastern Cable company. 
Coming 


across the Atlantic, the cables of the 
Commercial Cable company, or those 
controller! by the Western Union and 
other lines may be used. 


Any individual sending a message 


from Manila to New York would have 
to pay'§2.35 for each word. 
If the 


message is sent direct from Hong 
Kong it costs §1.60 per word. 
The 


rates between the Philippines and 
Hong Kong are higher in proportion 
than between any of the other "points 
along the route. This fact is explained 
by old telegraph men on the theory 
that there is so little cable business 
done between Manila and Hong Kong 
that the rates must be pretty high in 
order to make the cable pay. 


Ordinarily the transmission of a 


message of any length from Manila to 
New York will actually consume five 
hours of time. One word could be 
sent through in a little less than two 
minutes, but in order to accomplish 
that feat an operator would have to be 
on the watch at each station and rush 
the word along. In the regular order 
of business, however, delays of a 
greater or lesser degree are inevitable 
at each station. 


The difference in time between 


Manila and New York is about 13 
hours. 
While the resident of this 


city is eating his 9 o'clock breakfast 
the person of regular habits in Man- \ 
ila is wooing slumber, for it is there 
10 o'clock p. in. If a telegraphic mes- 
sage sent from Manila at 10 o'clock in 
the evening could come through to 
New York instantaneously, it would 
reach here at 9 o'clock in the morning 
of the same day. 
But allowing for 


the five hours consumed in transmis- 
sion, a cablegram sent from Manila at 
10 p. m. would reach here at 2 p. in. 
of the same day. In the ordinary 
course of business a telegraphic mes- 
sage will come -through to New York 
from Hong Kong in about four hours 
and a half. 


Expert handlers of telegraph cables 


say that with a properly equipped 
cable ship a cut cable in the deep sea 
can be put together in a very few 
days. 
The electricians are able to 


locate the break within a mile of the 
actual poiut of separation, nr.-l the 
grappling apparatus of tue caJile ship 
is able to pick up tiie loose ends of a 
cable very quickly.—New York Times.

When there is seen flying from the 


gaff of a United States man-of-war o 
small, white triangular pennant, bear- 
iug on its field a blue Greek cross near 
the pike or halyard, it is a signal that 
divine service is being held on board. 
"Kig church!" is one of the regular 
uaval orders, issued usually at about 
10.30 on Sunday morning. 
Church is 


rigged" in various places according 


to the weather conditions. If the day 
is fiue and not too cold, the quarter- 
deck will probtibly be selected, although 
iu some ships it is customary to hold 
the service on the forward part of the 
gundeck. 
In stormy weather the 


berthdeck below is uyed, where the 
men may be under shelter, though 
they are more cramped for room. 


Assuming that the service is to be 


on the quarterdeck, the arraiige- 


iieuts for it will proceed about like 
:his: When the bugler gives the sig- 
nal the "church ensign" is hoisted to 
he gaff, and some of the men, under 
he direction of an officer, bestir them- 
selves briskly in making the simple 
^reparations which are necessary. A 
ew wardroom chairs are brought up 
rum below ami ranged along the star- 
)oard side, where the officers are to 
:ssemble, and benches, capstan bars 
estiug on buckets, make seats for the 
•row on the port side. 
The organ— 


or every ship that has a chaplain is 
ro\ided Avith an instrument of this 
ature—is put in a convenient place. 
f there is a band, audits services are 
e.sired, a few musicians are selected 
ud stationed near by. Then the ship's 
ell is tolled for about five minutes, 
iving the officers and men, wherever 
they may be on board, sufficient time 
to assemble, if they are so inclined. 
The boatswain may call down the 
hatchways, "Silence, fore and aft, 
during divine service!" but it is well 
understood by the entire crew that 
the ship must be quiet now for about 
three-quarters of an hour. 
Finally 


the bell stops; the captain after a 
glance around, makes a sign to the 
chaplain that all is ready-, and the ser- 
vice begins. 


How it is conducted depends upon 


the denomination to which the chap- 
lain belongs, and various sects are 
represented among the naval clergy- 
men. 
The singing, accompanied by 


the organ, which is played either by 
ai\ officer or by some musician among 
the crew, is generally fine. The men 
enjoy it, and their voices ring out 
strong and fresh in the open air. Dur- 
ing the prayers they are required to 
remove their caps, but throughout the 
rest of the service they may remain 
covered. When it is over, the order 
to "Pipe down!" is given, and church 
is "unrigged." Sometimes an even- 
ing service is also held, but this is not 
the general custom. 


Attendance at church on the war- 


ships, is, of course, not compulsory, 
but the officers are expected to attend, 
by way of furnishing an example, 
and most of them usually do, accom- 
panied by perhaps about half the crew 


sometimes more and sometimes less. 


But by no means all the ships of the 
navy are provided with chaplains. 
For the fifty or sixty war vessels now 
effective for service, there are twenty- 
four chaplains, or less than one for 
every two ships. 
They are attached 


to the largest and most important ves- 
sels, where their ministrations may 
reach the greatest number of persons 


A queer incident happened a few 


years ago, when one of the modern 
cruisers was put into commission. It 
tiad Jjeen intended that she should 
carry a chaplain, but when the officers' 
quarters were completed it was found 
that his room had been entirely over- 
looked. 
No accommodation for him 


thus being available, the ship put to 
sea without a chaplain, and did not 
have one for at least two years. 
In 


an action the chaplain's duties are with 
the sick and wounded. Occasionally, 
however, his aid has been required at 
the guns, and in many instances the 
chaplains have proved 
themselves 


heroic fighters as well as good preach- 
ers. 
In the old days of the navy the 


chaplain wore the full uniform of 
his rank—lieutenant, lieutenant-com- 
mander, or commander—hut it is now 
customary for him to wear a suit of 
black, or the regular costume of what- 
ever church he represents, sometimes 
with the insignia of his rank upon his 
sleeve.

Kingston, Jamaica, June 22.—A dis- 
patch boat from the fleet off Santiago 
de Cuba brings the following story re- 
garding the arrival of Shafter's troops: 


As 30on as the fleet of transports 
had arrived at a point about 20 milen 
off Santiago, Monday afternoon, the 
stc-amer Seguranca, having on board 
Gcnoral Shafter and his staff, left the 
other vessels lying to and steamed to 
the flagship of the American fleet in 
order to visit Kear Admiral Sampson. 
The general went on board the flag- 
ship and the Seguranca then went to 
Acorraderos. about 17 miles west of 
Santiago, and near which place Gen- 
eral Garcia is encamped with 3,000 
Cuban soldiers. 
General Shiifter and 
his staff and Rear Admiral Sampson 
went ashore and proceeded to General 
Garcia's headquarters. abx)ut a mile 
inland, -where they spent several hours 
In consultation with the Cuban gen- 
erali. 


General Garcia and the other Cuban 
olhcers gave General Shafter and Ad- 
miral Sampson a hearty welcome. The 
Cubans siiowered upon their distin- 
guished visitors all the blessings of 
Cuba libre ^,for the assistance of the 
Uniteti States in the Cuban struggle 


and they expressed the 
conviction that victory "Vas at hand, 
and tliat the power of Spain wouJd 
soon be driven from the island by the 
combined strength of American and 
Cuban arras. 


General Garcia gave the Amei'icann 
assurances that they need have no fear 
of contracting diseases on the south- 
eastern coast of Cuba, as the climate 
there is not unhealthy, only extremely 
hot at this season of the year. 
The 
Cuban general declared that his own 
tioops, 111 fed and clothed as they were, 
were in good health, and therefore the 
Americans need not fear fevers or 
other serious ailments. 


General Shafter examined the con- 
dition of the Cuban soldiers during his 
visit, and was impressed with their 
hardy and soldierly appearance, though 
he recognized the fact that they n^-ed 
clothes and provisions, both of wh.ch 
were given them. 


At the conclusion of the conference 
General Shafter and the other ofíioers 
had little or nothing to say regarding 
the plans for landing the American 
troops or for the co-operation of the 
Cubans. 
The best information 
ob- 
tainable is that there will bo no at- 
tempt to make a general landing for 
two Oli three days, but small Ijodies of 
ti'oops will be put .ashore at 
several 
points, both oast and west of Santi- 
ago, including Acorraderos.

turn the Spanish fleet away from tho 
Cape Yerde Islands," said n cosmo- 
politau looker-on in New York to a 
Bun man. 
''What struck mo as so 
mpossiblo about it was the hint of au 
alliance between Hi)ain and I'ortugal. 
i "Why, I have lived in Portugal and 
mixed with tho people, and I know 
that they could stand almost anything 
better th/in that. 
Portuguese senti- 
^¿ent—tho sentiment of the people at 
large, of 'Antonio e Maria'—consists 
chieily of hatred to the Hpauiards, 
They may be indiilerent about other 
matters, or divided in feeling. 
Home 
of them are Sliguelistas, or Legiti- 
mists, some are heartily attached to 
the actual dynasty; many in the cities 
—most of all in Lisbon—are republi- 
cans, but the one unifying sentiment 
of the people is the anti-Spanish sen- 
timent. 


*'When you come to consider what 
their history has been I don't see how 
they could have been otherwise. They 
have altogether five great national 
heroes, Dom Enrique, who was pio- 
neer of all European exploration in the 
Atlantic; Yasco da Gama, Dom Sebas- 
tian, 'HhePaithful Prince," who is 
the centre of various poetical legends; 
Dom Joao, and Gil Eannes 
Pereira. 
It is safe to say that most of the plain 
people of the whole country know lit- 
tle or nothing of the first two of these 
beyond their names. As for the Faith- 
ful Prince, many of them, probably, 
are not quite sure whether he was a 
real historical personage or 
only 
mythical. 
But 
every 
Portuguese 
'lavi'ador,* from the Minho to St. Vin- 
cent, knows Dom Joao, who in 1385 
(Jrove the Spaniards all the way from 
Aljubarrota, iu Portugal, to Burgos, 
in the middle of Spain, and Gil Eannes, 
who beat them at Valverde in the 
Bame year. 
Those two are the Bruce 
and the Wallace of the 
Portuguese, 
but there is this diiTerence between 
the Scottish and the Portuguese hero- 
Worship, that the one is a mere mat- 
ter of historical pride, while the other 
is part of a living, active, 
political 
force. 


**Thefact is that since she lost 
Brazil and fell into a state of general 
decline the people of Portugal have 
become intensely retrospective. They 
nourish their pride on national memo- 
ries, and the fundamental national fact 
ior them is their independence of 
Bpain. 
They began to be a nation 
when they broke loose from tho king- 
aom of 
Castile and Leon 
in the 
eleventh century, and ever since then, 
except for a couple of generations in 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centur- 
ies, they have existed as a nation 
ilnder the continual threat of absorp- 
libn 
inio Spain. 
The 
house of 
firaganza stands to the Portuguese 
peoijle for no good thing but the re- 
volt of 1640, by which their country 
jrt^as redeemed into independence. And 
the people fe\5l that the price of inde- 
'jTendence is perpetual hatred of Span- 
iards. We can understand the feeling 
only by imagining what it would have 
been in our country if the 
original 
¡thirteen states had been collectively 
lAuch smaller than Great Britain and 
Separated geographically from that 
Country only by a line on the map. 


'•Nobody Avho has lived in Portugal 
can fail to have noticed the signs of 
this undying hatred on all hands. Do 
you know, for instance, the true mean- 
ing of the saying. 
'A bad Spaniard 
makes a good Portuguese'?' Of course, 
there is the Spanish 
interpretation, 
which is the obvious one. 
But there 
is also the deeper Portuguese inter- 
pretation, and that is, that any bad 
friend to Spain is by that very fact a 
good friend to Portugal, 


**you can see evidences of the feel- 
ing, too, in the very language of Por- 
tugal, which its speakers seem to have 
purposely developed in such a way as 
to make it as unlike Spanish as pos- 
Bible. 
"Written, it looks like Spanish, 
but spoken it sounds much more like 
I'olish or Czech. 
It is a -curious fact 
that no self-respecting 
Portuguese 
woman would be seen wearing a juan- 
tilla, for the mantilla is the 
Spanish 
woman's headgear. 
And during tho 
last reign it used to be remarked in 
Lisbon that only two ladies there ever 
smoked, the queen, Maria Pia, mother 
of the present king—an Italian—and 
the Duchess of Palmella- -this, again, 
because the habit of smoking had lung 
been distinctive of the Spanish among 
all other womankind.

Tlio Wild Ciit^tlo of Chiiriloy. 


Some account is given in Nature 
Notes (English) of this famous herd 
of cattle, which belongs to tho Earl ol 
Ferrers. 
The theory that the breed is 
indigenous appears to be supported by 
their habits at the present day. When 
alarmed they start off at a full gallop 
for a short distance, then turn and 
face their foe in a semicircle, with the 
bulls in front, the cows behind, and 
tho younger animals and calves still 
further in the rear. 
If further ap- 
proached, these 
tactics, which ar« 
clearly those of wild animals, are re- 
peated, or the adversary is charged 
and attacked. 
Again, they conceal 
their yiuing in fern or long rushes, 
and the cows, when calves are born, 
become exceedingly fierce and dan- 
gerous. 


The food of the Chartley herd con- 
sists of the very coarsest grasses, and 
in M'inter of the coarsest hay, rushes, 
and dried bracken, provided for them 
in open sheds, which afford a slight 
shelter from the cold winds which 
blow across the open park.

Washington, June lo.-^Preliminary 
returns of the spring wheat 
acreage, 
with the two Dakotas in particular sub- 
ject to revision, indicate a total area 
seeded of 16,800,000 acres, which, ad- 
ded to the area of winter wheat, 
26,- 
200,000 acres, makes a tolal wheat 
acreage of 43,000,000, or rather, over 
three and a half million acres greater 
'than last year. 


The 
average condition of winter 
wheat is 90.8, as compared with 78.5 
at the corresponding dale last year, 
and 80.0 the corresponding 
average 
lor the last ten years. 
The principal 
averages are as follows; New York, 98; 
Pennsylvania, 96; Maryland, 98; Ten- 
nessee, 93; Kentuckey, 99; CMiio, 87; 
Michigan, 87; Indiana, 95; Missouri, 
•96; Kansas, 104; California, 33. 


The 
average condition of spring 
wheat is the almost, if not entirely, 
unprecedented one of 100.9, as com- 
pared with 89.o on June i, 1897, and 
92.5, the 
average for the past ten 
years. 


Tolal reported acreage in oats is 1.6 
per cent less than làst year. 
There is 
an increase of 3 per cent ia 
Pennsyl- 
vania, I in Kansas and 5 in Nebraska. 
The condition of oats is 98, as com- 
pared with 93.3 on June i, 1898, and 
"99.5, the average for the corresponding 
dale for the past ten years. 


The acreage reported as under bar- 
'ley is 5.3 per cent less than last year. 
'The condition *of spring pastures is 
^phenomenally high, there being but 
few stales in the North or West where 
it does not approach or exceed 100.

Bicycle Heart. 


Several well-known cyclists 
have 
lately, it is said, been rejected as un- 
fit for military service by reason of 
hyi)ertropliy and other diseases of the 
heart. 
Medical men will be rather 
surprised that the numbers 
are 
so 
small. 
There must be few of us who 
have not seen the ill-effects of over- 
„exertion on a bicycle. 
The common- 
est is i^alpitation and temporary dila- 
•tation ; but even this is sometimes 
very difficult to cure. In a case which 
occurred recently a lady, ordered for 
a fortnight's change of air after influ- 
enza, chose to spend it in bicycling 
about fifty miles a clay. 
As a result, 


she has had, ever since that time 
now nine months ago—a pulse which 
on the least exertion 
rises to 120, 
though she has not ridden again. That 
temporary dilatation occurs is enough 
to show the great strain putui^on the 
heart, and it is an added danger that 
the sense of fatigue in the limbs is so 
slight. 
The rider is thus robbed of ' 
the warning to which he is accustomed 
to attend, and repeats or continues 
the strain upon tiie heart. As in other 
similar cases, the effect is to render 
that dilatation i^ermauent, which was' 
at first but temporary, and to cause an 
increase in the muscle of the heart by 
repeated 
exertion. 
The heart 
pro- 
duced is of large dimensions and of 
thick walls—a condition which may. 


rifle that is intended to solve tho in-ob- 
lem, and, in the opinion of those who 
have tried it, it does so. 
It is mod- 
eled on a lorinciple entirely new to gun 
making, the trigger being worked by 
the thumb and placed on top of the 
rifle, instead of underneath, where all 
triggers have been placed since guns 
were first made, 
A one-armed man 
can use this new rifle, the action is so 
simi^le and the mechanism 
so free 
from complex machinery. 


The rifie can bo'taken apart and put 
together in a few seconds, so few are 
the parts of which it is 
constructed. 
There are no screAvs except the one 
that joins the stock to the barrel. The 
sim])Ie remaining mechanism fits to- 
gether without screws. The firing sec- 
tion of tho gun 
consists of only five 
parts. 
The mechanism of the gun is 
as follows: 
When 
the hammer 
is 
drawn back to cock tho gun the nose 
of a lever is pressed upward. 
This 
lever presses on a spring formed of a 
piece of bent steel, the curved end of 
which, when the gun is cocked, re.5ts 
against the rim of the cartridge, hold- 
ing it firmly until the gun is fired. 


The trigger,which is pressed by the 
gun in order to release the 
hammer, 
protrudas from the upper 
surface of 
the stock and is simply a steel plate, 
which, when pressed down, does this: 
Into a slot that is depressed, 
the ac- 
tion releasing the hammer and dis- 
charging the gun. 
Until 
the gun is 
cocked, 
this depressed 
"lug" 
pre- 
vents the possibility of the gun being 
fired. 


The shell is extracted automatically 
by the drawing 
back of the 
breech 
block. When the block is drawn back 
the steel spring that plays such an im- 
portant part in the simple mechanism 
of the gun is thrown by the drawing 
back of the hammer against the rim of 
the cartridge, and when 
the block is 
drawn back the spring cocked, this de- 
pressed "lug" prevents the gun ready 
for reloading. 


It is impossible for the gun to be 
fired while the cartridge is being in- 
serted, for, as explained, the "lug" 
must enter the depression 
before the 
hammer can be released by the nose of 
the lever,and as this can only be done 
by depressing the trigger, wdiich cannot 
be depressed when the "lug" is not 
oyer the slot, it will be seen that an ac- 
cident through 
the premature dis- 
charge of the shell is impossible. 


Neither is it possible for an accident 
to occur through the breech mechanism 
•being bloAvn back by the explosion of 
the cartridge, for as it enters the slot 
through the depression of the trigger 
it engages the rear of the slot and is 
held 
firmly 
until the gun 
is 
dis- 
charged. 


This is all the mechanism of 
the 
gun. 
It is so sim2)le that anyone not 
accustomed to the handling of firearms 
might doubt its deadliness.

While they are still by no means 
common, there has been in tho past 
three mouths a considerable increase 
in the use of harness bells in this city. 
They are attached chiefly to the har- 
ness of horses driven to carriages. 
While this increase may be due in 
some measure to the following of cus* 
tom, the purpose of the bolls is to give 
warning of the vehicle's 
approach, 
such warning 
having become more 
and more 
necessary 
owing to the 
greatly increased use of rubber-tired 
wheels, and rubber-padded shoes for 
horses, following the widespread in- 
crease of asjjhalt ¡mvement. 
When 
all these causes combine the approach 
of horses and vehicles is made com- 
paratively noiseless. 
Tho bells are as 
yet chieily used on private carriages, 
but they are occasionally seen on jjub- 
lic carriages, mostly hansoms. 


The bcils moat commonly used are 
like those made for sleighs and gilt- 
finished or silver-plated to match the 
furniture of the 
harness. 
In pair 
horse harness the bell ii buckled to 
the Qoupling links that attach the 
hames together ; in single horse har- 
ness it is attached to the hame chain 
or martingale ring. 


The use of harness bells is far more 
common in Paris and London, in both 
of Avhich cities it is required by law, 
—New York Hun.

To Presorvo rish. 


Everything that appertains to ther 
preservation of food products in a. 
pure and uncontamiuated state is of 
very great advantage to the world at 
large. 
Within 
the past few^ years 
there has been no little 
complaint, 
about the unwholesomeness of 
fish. 
To be a suitable article of food, fisk 
should be used within a few hours 
after they have been caught, as they 
deteriorate and decompose with very 
great rapidity, producing ptomaines of 
a most dangerous 
character. 
The- 
new idea is the'preservation of fish iii 
a tank of sea water, which is continu- 
ally agitated and kept in circulation 
by a pump. 
So strong is the current 
made by the pumping engine that the 
fish must swim almost constantly to- 
keep from being drawn upward by it. 
Some of these tanks hold two thou- 
sand pounds of fish, and the water is 
furnished in such quantity that it en- 
tirely changes five times in an hour 
and is, in the course of the change, 
re-ox3'genized and made wholesome. 
Sixteen hundred pounds of fish w-ere 
kept for eight days in one of these 
tanks in jjerfect condition. 
It is 
claimed that the cost of preservings 
them in this way is less than half a. 
cent a pound jDer day.

It MakoA ft Cirruilous ¡nul 
I.nbortous 
Journoy IJoforo lUmchliif^ No%v York. 
News trom Manila, which is perused 
80 eagerly nowadays by all Americans 
— and probably by Spaniards also— 
has to make a circuitous and laborious 
journey before it reaches either Mad 
rid, London or New York. 
It travels 
about 14,000 miles under sea and over- 
laud, and is passed 
from station 
to 
station by more than a dozen opera- 
tors, almost each one of them 
in a 
diiVerent country. 
In consequence of 
the cutting of the single telogra])hic 
cable which connects tho Philippine 
Islands with China, the news which 
recently been received from Man- 
ila was carried to Hong Kong by boat. 
The distance between Hong Kong and 
Balinao, the cable station of tbe Phil- 
ippines, is about 1000 miles. 
Balinao 
is 30 miles from Manila. 


From Hong Kong, telegraphic news 
destined for New York is flashed over 
a second cable under the China sea, to 
Saigon; thence it goes to Singapore,at 
the end of the Malay peninsula, where 
it is taken up by another operator aud 
sent on to Penaug; its next objective 
point is Madras, India, from whence 
it is sent overland across India 
to 
Bombay. From Bombay a cable takes 
the message under the Indian 
ocean 
to Aden; from Aden it passes along 
under the Red sea to Suez, thence to 
Port Said and Alexandria successive- 
ly.

Nova Scotia, and the Canso operator 
l^assGs it on to New York. 
Ail 
the 
cables used from Manila to 
Great 
Britain are owned and controlled 
by 
the Eastern Cable company. 
Coming 
across the Atlantic, tho cables of 
the 
Commercial Cable company, or those 
controlled by the Western Union and 
other lines may be used. 


Any individual 
sending a message 
from Manila to New York would have 
to p a y 8 5 
for each word. 
If 
the 
message is sent direct from 
Hong 
Kong it costs §1.60 per M'ord. 
The 
rates between 
the Philippines and 
Hong Kong are higher 
in proportion 
than between any of the otlior'points 
along the route. This fact is explained 
by old telegraph men on the theory 
that there is so little cable 
business 
done between Manila and Hong Kong 
that the rates must be pretty high in 
order to make the cable pay. 


Ordinarily the tiHinsmission of a 
message of any length from Manila to 
New York will actually consume five 
hours of time. 
One word 
could 
be 
sent through in a little less than 
two 
minutes, but in order to 
accomplish 
that feat an operator would have to be 
on tho watch at each station and rush 
the word along. 
In the regular order 
of business, 
however, 
delays of a 
greater or lesser degree are inevitable 
at each station. 


The difference in time 
between 
Manila and New Y'ork is about 13 
hours. 
While tho resident 
of 
this 
city is eating his 9 o'clock breakfast 
the person of regular habits in 
Man- 
ila is wooing slumber, for it is 
there 
10 o'clock p., m. 
If a telegraphicmes- 
sage sent from Manila at 10 o'clock in 
the evening could come through 
to 
New Y'ork instantaneously, it would 
reach here at 9 o'clock in the morning 
of the same day. 
But 
allowing for 
the five hours consumed in transmis- 
sion, a cablegram sent from Manila at 
10 p. m, Avould reach here at 2 p. m. 
of the 
same day. 
In the ordinary 
course of business a telegraphic mes- 
sage will come.through to New York 
from Hong Kong in about four hours 
and a half. 


Expert handlers of telegrai^h cables 
say 
that 
with a properly 
equipped 
cable ship a cut cable in the deep sea 
can 
be put together in a very few 
days. 
The electricians 
are able 
to 
locate the break within a mile of the 
actual point 
of fiejmration, and 
tJie 
grappling apparatus of tne cable ship 
is able to pick up the loose ends of a 
cable very quickly.—Now York Times.

When there is seen flying from tho 
gaff of a United States mau-of-M-ar n 
small, white triangular ponnant, bear- 
ing on its field a blue Greek cross near 
tho pike or halyard, it is a signal that 
divine service is being hold on board. 
'*Rig church!" is one of the regular 
naval orders, issued usually at alu»ut 
10.30 on Sunday moruiug. 
Church is 
'*riggod" in various places according 
to tho weather conditions. 
If the day 
is fine and not too cold, the quarter- 
deck will probably be selected, althouub 
in some ships it is customary to hold 
the service on the forward jiart of tho 
gundock. 
In 
stormy weather 
the 
berthdeck below is used, whore tho 
men may be under 
shelter, thougli 
they are more cramped for room. 


Assuming that the service is to bo 
held on tho Quarterdeck, the arrange- 
ments for it will proceed about like 
this: When the bugler gives the 
ual the ^'church ensign" is hoisted to 
the gaff, and some of the men, under 
tho direction of an oflicer,bestir thom- 
Helves briskly in making tho simi>lo 
proi>arations Avhich are necessary. 
A 
['ew wardroom chairs are brought up 
rum below and ranged along the star- 
board side, where the oflicers are to 
assemble, and benches, capstan bars 
testing on buckets, make seats for the 
crew on the port side. 
The organ— 
f(U' every ship that has a chaplain is 
provided with an instrument of this 
nature—is put in a convenient plat'o. 
If there is a band, audits services are 
desired, a few musicians are selected 
and stationed near by. Then the shi})*îî 
boll is tolled for about five minutes, 
giving tlie officers and men, wherever 
they may be on board, sufficient time 
to assemble, if they are so inclined. 
The boatswain may call doAvn the 


'^Silence, 
fore and aft, 
during divine service!" but it is well 
understood by the entire crew that 
the ship must be quiet now for about 
three-quarters of an hour. 
Finally 
the bell stops; 
the captain after a 
glance around, makes a sign to tho 
chaplain that all is ready, and the ser- 
vice begins. 


How it is conducted depends upon 
the denomination to which the cha]>- 
lain belongs, aud various sects are 
rei^resented among tho naval clergy- 
men. 
The singing, accompanied by 
the organ, which is played either by 
au officer or by some musician among 
the crew, is generally fine. The u k m i 
enjoy it, aud their voices riug out 
strong and fresh in the open air. Dur- 
ing the prayers they are required to 
remove their caps, but throughout tho 
rest of the service they may remain 
covered. 
When it is over, the order 
to ''Pipe down!" is given, and church 
is ''unrigged." 
Sometimes an even- 
ing service is also held, but this is not 
the general custom. 


Attendance at church on the war- 
ships, is, of course, not compulsory, 
but the officers are expected to attend, 
by way of furnishing an 
example, 
and most of them usually do, accom- 
panied by perhaps about half tho crew 
sometimes more and sometimes less.

But by no means all the ships of tho 
navy are provided 
with 
chaplains. 
For the fifty or sixty war vessels now 
effectivofor service, there are twenty- 
four chaplains, or less than one for 
every two ships. 
They are attached 
to the largest and most important ves- 
sels, where their ministrations may 
roach the greatest number of persons 
A queer incident happened a few 
years ago, when one of the modern 
cruisers was put into commission. 
It 
had ^een intended that she should 
carry a chaplain, but when the officers' 
quarters were comjdeted it was found 
that his room had been entirely over- 
looked. 
No accommodation for him 
thus being available, the ship put tt» 
sea without a chai)lain, and did not 
have one for at least two years. 
In 
an action the chaplain's duties arewitli 
the sick and wounded. 
Occasionally, 
however, his aid has been required at 
the guns, and in many instances the 
chaplains have 
proved 
themselves 
heroic fighters as well as good preach- 
ers. 
In the old days of the navy the 
chaplain 
wore the full uniform of 
his rank—lieutenant, lieutenant-com^ 
raander. or commander—but it is now 
customary for him to wear a suit of 
black, or the regular costume of what- 
ever church he represents, sometimes 
with the iiisignia of his rank upon his 
sleeve.
